It is said that all drilling opera­ 
tions stopped at the well the mo-, 
inent the oil sand wras reached and; 
that the hole has not been meas­ 
ured, howrever, the drillers say the' 
sand w’as found at approximately! 
1,700 feet. 
Were About to Abandon. 
The cap rock over the oil bear-f 
ing sand wras found after passing; 
through a 20-foot strata of rotten,! 
dark-blue shale, and just at a time; 
when the owners were preparing 
to abandon the test. Mr. Abernathy' 
says he had issued instructions to! 
shut down at 6 p. rn. the day the 
strike w^as 
made, 
until 
he could 
get in touch with the owners and 
advise them of the gloomy pros-' 
pect. 
A number of small sands were 
drilled through in the w>ell before 
the pay sand was reached. The last 
previous sand encountered was left j 
behind about 60 feet above. The in­ 
dications were considered good un­ 
til the shale was reached and the 
drillers w’ere about to give up to 
despair, when the liquid gold was 
found in a quantity which brought 
back all their faith and confidence. 
G. A. Nance, the other member 
of the Carter-Nance-Laselle syndi­ 
cate, had not arrived in the city, 
at noon today. His home is at Abi­ 
lene, Tex., but his extensive hold­ 
ings which are scattered pretty well 
over the state of Texas keep him 
away from home much of the time! 
and it is thought that the news!

him. The other members of the syn­ 
dicate expect to remain here until;

Failing To Adjust Difficul­ 
ties, Leaders Give Order 
for Walkout Friday. 


(By the Associated Press) 
LONDON, April 13.— Great Brit­ 
ain’s “Triple Alliance of Labor” will 
call its members from their posts 
at ten o’clock Friday night, it was 
announced 
here at eleven o’clock 
today. 
This decision followed the 
inability of the National Miners fed­ 
eration to reach an agreement with 
the mine owners and the government 
for the settlement of the miner’s 
strike which began April I. 
The “Triple Alliance” is made up 
of the National Miners Federation, 
having a membership of eight hun­ 
dred thousand; the National Union 
of Railroad Men, with three hundred 
thousand a embers, and the National 
Federation of the Transport W ork­ 
ers, wrhich numbers as 
’ ' 3 members 
a large number of unions which 
have a membership close to thr£b 
hundred thousand. It has been esti­ 
mated that if the alliance should 
call a strike there would be nearly 
four million persons idle in England 
as a result. 
The decision to strike was reached 
unanimously by the transport work­ 
ers and railroad men, J. H. Thomas, 
general secretary of 
the 
railroad 
men’s uion said after this morn­ 
ing’s meeting. 
“The Walkout,” he declared “will 
take place at ten 
o’clock 
Friday 
night. Many other unions have sent 
applications to join the strike and 
these are being considered.” 
Other labor organizations may be­ 
come 
involved 
in 
the controversy 
between 
the government and 
the 
“Triple Alliance.” 
The Daily Mail 
declared today that 
the 
executive 
committee of the Electrical Trades 
union resolved last night to support 
the “Triple Alliance.” 
An electric­ 
ian’s strike wrould paralyze street 
car traffic and public lighting com­ 
panies. 
All 
London 
newspapers 
today 
dw’elt on the serious injury done to 
the country by continued uncertainty 
of the industrial situation. The Lon­ 
don Times and the Morning Post 
pointed out that it wTas not the 
actual amount of w*ages at present 
in the dispute, but the question of 
national control of the profits of 
industries, which was at stake. 
The Morning Post emphasizes the 
alleged fact that hidden forces were 
behind the w’hole movement, and 
declared: 
“The 
miner’s 
demands 
must be resisted at all costs.” 


Situation Very Grave. 
Speaking of the “triple alliance” 
strike 
announcement, 
Premier 
Lloyd George stated in the house 
of commons today, that the situa­ 
tion thus created was “of great and 
increasing gravity,” but 
he 
still 
hoped 
the 
wiser 
counsels 
might 
prevail. 
Meanwhile, added 
the 
premier, 
the government was taking all pos­ 
sible steps to meet the emergency. 
Mr. Lloyd George said the gov­ 
ernment deeply deplored the decis­ 
ion of the “ triple alliance.” He em­ 
phatically doubted, he 
continued, 
w’hether a discussion of the ques­ 
tion in the house today would ad­ 
vance the object all had in mind.

The drilling con­ 
tinued all afternoon and was re­ 
sumed again today. It is thought 
that the gas sand will be reached 
before night. 
The Montrose company has not 
abandoned the idea of developing 
the sand just passed, but will re­ 
turn to it if nothing shelter is found 
at a lower depth. 
The 
Honiaokla 
company 
is 
re­ 
ported to be on top of sand. Just 
two miles south of the Montrose, 
in 33-5-8, on the Watson farm. It 
is reported that a strong pressure 
of gas and a good showing of oil 
was encountered at 1,180 feet and 
the drillers are trying to get the 
well in shape to drill the sand in, 
either today or tomorrow.
